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SOME FACTS ABOUT DEDDINGTON CHURCH CLOCK 


The clock that shows its three feces on the tower of Deddington Parish Church was 
made by William Taylor of Oxford in the first part of the 19th century. It was 
presented to Deddington by the heirs of William Hudson (after whom Hudson Street 
was named). Before his death in 1632 Hudson had expressed the wish that the old 
church clock should give place to a better. The dial on the Taylor clock is 
inscribed *Thomas Fardon, Clockmaker, Deddington', but he would have been the 
supplier rather than the actual maker.

We were very taken with the variety and beauty of the gardens which were opened as 
part of the National Gardens Scheme. The skill and dedication of, the gardeners were 
unmistakable, so we asked them to write @ paragraph or two about their experiences.

Preparations for the great day involved hard work over many weeks, but the really 
anxious moment was five minutes before opening time ~ would anyone come, and would 


the weather hold? They did, and it did. 


We didn't count the visitors, and our takings at the gate didn't tell us because 
many had already bought tickets at one of the other gardens and were simply waved 
in. But we estimate that we had about 600 over the two afternoons. 


We have opened the garden before under the National Gardens Scheme, but it was the 

. first time we had offered teas. ‘That made a difference, since quite a number of 
people came just for the tea, ‘le were glad to have them, of course - it was a 
compliment to the tea- and cake-makers ~ and it raised another £225 for Church funds. 


But most of the visitors were surprisingly keen and knowledgeable gardeners, and 
they came from far and wide. There was a stream of questions, mainly. to identify 
some plant or describe its habits: and we learnt a lot ourselves from visitors who 
knew more about some of our plants than we did. ‘The thing we appreciated most was 
what caring people came and how at the ead of it all there was virtually no damage 
or litter to be cleared up. 


Would we do it again? Cne of our doughters who has just produced her second child 
commented that opening the garden sounded rather like pregnancy — when. you let 
yourself in for it it's so far into the future that you don't worry at all; as the 
time draws near you get more and more bothered; in exhaustion when it's all over 
you swear never again; then quite rapidly you forget the traumas and in retrospect 
it begins to look like an experience you wouldn't mind repeating after all!

A VILLAGS AS DEAD AS IVs NAME? by Lily D. Hill 
I spent the first 21 years of my life in Deddington. Now epproaching my mid 70s, I 
read the News every month. So many varied and interesting activities going on there 
noy that my mind boggles, I compere it with the way we were in my young days. 

What had been a thriving Market Town for centuries hed deteriorated until it was 
known for miles around as 'the.village as dead as its neme'. 


I remember my father saying that it was a sad day the lest time the Horse Pair was 

- held in Deddington. I was with him on that occasion ~ I was probably about 6 or 7 
years old -- and the horses couldn't have numbered more than 2 dozen or twenty. My 
father, a good judge of horses, said there was nothing vorth buying. 


The Horse Poir was held annually on 22 November, commonly called Pudding Pie Fair 
Day because there wes traditionally a special pudding made for that day. I never 
did find out wheat sort of pudding it wes ~- the custom had died out so long ago that 
even my mother didn't have any first hend knowledge of it.(Perhaps one of our 
readers can tellus the recipe ~ Eds.) 


I was born in Philcote Street, just a few doors from where Bill and Freda Ivings 
live now. ‘hen I was barely 5 my father took on the tenency of e farm in Council 
Street - now much more appropriately celled Hopereft Lene. I believe that Solar 
Designs now occupy the site. 

My father, a blacksmith by trade, had his own forge built and carried on the 
business alongside of farming. life was great fun for those of us who, out of 
school hours, had nothing to do but play. Dut for women, life was very herd. 


Imagine Monday mornings, washing for nine. First the huge old built-in copper had 
to be filled with buckets of water from the pump. Then the fire was lit under the 
copper and fed allthe time with wood and coal slack to keep the clothes boiling - 
these, of course, having been first rubbed hard end vigorously with carbolic. So 


much soap and elbow grease} 


When boiling and rinsing was finished, the 'wringer' came into its own. ‘This was 
an iron built controvtion with thick wooden rollers (the 'mangle') operated by 
turning ea large vheel- by hand, needless to say. It was so tiring on arms and backs 
after all that herd rubbing done bending over the zine washing trays. The whole 
operation represented 6-7 hours for two women. Whot would our mothers think of 
todey's automatic machines’ 


There was a bonus, though, that mother delighted in, Hach springtime, when the 
fruit trees. were in full bloom, clothes lines would be strung from tree to tree 
across the orchord. To set into bed ot night between white linen sheets impregnated 
- with the scent of apple blossom — that is something I shall never forget. No 
manufacturer will be able to capture that fregrance in a packet of powder or a 


bottle of liquid. 


No household items were stainless, Knives had to be rubbed daily in brick dust. 
Spoons, forks etc had to be cleaned end polished at frequent intervals, as well as 
any copper or brass such as the warming pan, kettle, flat irons, fender and so one 
It was no idle saying thet woman's work is never done. 
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How primitive life was then, compared to now. Going to the lavetory, for us, 
entailed a walk across the farmyord as well os along the gerden path. But our 
lavatory, I think, was quite unique. At least, we never heard that anyone else 
had one like it. You sec, ours was a three-seater, designed for two adults and a 
child. Most people did at leest heve a bucket emptied weekly by Mr Joe Canning 
doing the rounds with his cess cert. Not so for us. Underneath the wooden 
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3-seater was merely a pit, which Joe emptied, by special arrangement with my father 
as and when necessary and always in the evening eae, After such an unsalubrious 
task, Joe was always. fortified with a stiff dose of Whiskey.

FRODIGIOUS PLEASURE AND SOCTAL SATISFACTION by Jeanne Wales 


"Come on Ladies. ‘We need to hear from you.” That's what the editors said. Gosh! 
can I really be a part of all this? I lived in Deddington from 1928 to 1957 and my 
mother and father were there a few years earlier. They both loved the village and 
worked hard towards its welfare. The 'News' is full of interest end the hard work 
being done to keep everyone joining in and cering for OUR village. It reminds me 
of how close together we all were, and not only in the war years. 


Does anyone remember the Concerts we used to have in the School? I have a programme 
here, in front of me, printed by Rev Frost, as they always were. "A Programme of 
Prodigious Pleasure and Social Satisfaction" ~ oh, the memory of it makes me smile 
and brings tears at the same time. 


November 50th 1951 at 7 pm, Mrs Smithen and her Ladies and my own dancing pupils. 
Mesdames Gardner, Jennings, Plumbe, Garrett, Castle, Sykes, Skidmore, Foreman and 
Shrevsbury. Great memories, and great times shared. 


My father told me of the Concert he at°cnded at the School, when some dear boy 
sprinkled pepper on the slow combustionstove. Those at ie back started sneezing and 
so it spread towards the stage, where the artists were overcome aswell. Not a dry 
eye in the house. 


In the years before the war, High Street and New Street were much quieter. I 
remember a very icy road one evening. My aunt ventured to cross it and fell down 
in the middle, My cear mother shouted "Don't worry @tthhel, I'll come and help you." 
She did ~ but fell on top oF Auntie and there they were, in a heap, loughing 
uncontrollably for some time. It was my turn to drag them off. The point is that 
you had time then to fell down in the High Street, and regain control, and still 

not get run over. Sut not today, 


Before the war, too, we enjoyed sae prety 21 coming into the Market Square, where 
the Meet was held. ‘Two hours off schocl tc go along and see the gathering — that 
was a great event Jor us. The Soanee men red quite a busy time cleaning up after 
all those dogs anc horses. 


The Bowling Green was a very happy place for my father. As Mr Feed Deely well 
remembers, they rolled up many a good wood together. Having pleved this game 
myself these vest few ycars, I can eppreciate their enjoyment, How tiresome we 
must have been on the tennis courts adjoining you. Our tennis balls came trundling 
undermeath the svrrounding netting and into a good head of bowls ~ not once but 
many times. Thaik vou for your patience, Fred.

FROM OUR OWN CORRUSPONDENT 


In our last issue, we left our intrepid traveller recovering from ‘flu in Tianjin 
and just able to collect ais return ticket (in three languages) from PSKING TO 
BERLIN via ULAN BATOR, MOSCOW AND WARSAW. Now read on sees 


We rise at 4.30 am on the Wednesdsy morning to catch the train for Burope and head 
for the station in a bright clear dawn clutching our packed breakfast boxes. We 
are on the 'Chinese' train which departs each Wednesday and is said to. be superior 
to the 'Russian'. train which leaves on a Saturdey. The train hss 14 carriages and 
a dining car. Tach carriage houses 36 people in 9 compartments, 4 bunks to each. 
compartment and e separate room for 2 provodniks (providers) who issue the 
bedlinen, blankets, tea mugs with lids , top bunk safety straps, clean the toilets 
and corridors and stoke the coal fires to provide carriage heat and hot water in 

a samovar for an endless supply of tee. The gangway had let-down ‘usherette!' type 
seats on the wall. I shared 4 compartment with an ascetic though youthful 
gentlemen from the less comprehensible pert of Scotland. We had top bunks. The 
lower bunks were occupied by two Mexican ladies, spinster sisters of uncertain 
vintage and prim disposition. We ren an orgenised compartment by mutual consent, 
thus avoiding the occssionel friction which close confinement for many days and 
nights inflicted upon others. 


Breakfast is a confused meal as only the dining car staff seem to know whether 
the clocks went back by one or two hours each night. It is a struggle to reach 
the dining car through 7 or 8 rocking carrieges and the crashing, heaving 
tarpaulin-covered tunnels that link the cars, We negotiate in advance for meals 
for the 36 people in our compartment each time we change territory. Two days of 
a Chinese dining cnx, 24 hours a Mongolian and 5 days of ao Russian. There are 3 
meals a day costing £1.50 each so the standard is not the Ritz nor even BR. We 
have a small logistics problem. Having hesrd rumours that the train would be dry 
in Mr Gorbachov's Russie, two enterprising Yorlkshiremen have orgenised 50 crates 
of beer. These now heve to be distributed round all the compartments into the 
luggage space below the bottom bunks. 


Leaving Beijing, we travel initially through flat, rolling, prolifically 
cultivated frmland heading northwest and into the grenite hills where we catch 
glimpses of the Great Wall agein. Later the farm land end hills change to semi- 
cultivated stenpe rolling enclessly to the horizon. There are infrequent tiny 
villages and occasionally a single peasarit on his knees in a thousand acres of 
loneliness. We breekfast (Chinese) on dumplings, hard boiled egg and sago pudding: 
lunch and dinner mixed wok vegetables ené rice. Towsrds nightfall we reech the 
southeast corer of the Mongolian desert and encounter a sandstorm before we can 
close the windows. The far end of the carriage blots out in a grey, brown pall 
and it's in our clothes, hair ond beds. 


We stop for 24 hours at “rlian on the N China borders where we have an unpleesant 
half hour with the Border Control Police because some of our people have mislaid 
their currency declaretion forms. Crews teke the train to a shed where the. 
carriages are jacked up end the bogeys changed for Russian (i" wider). Ve pass 
through the Gobi desert by night. The dining car feeds only the 60 or so 
Westeners aboard, the 300 others ~ Russian, Mongols ~ are not allowed to 
fraternise but alight at the weyside halts to buy dark bread, cake HB eggs, 
smoked sausage and fish. Younes Wuropeer students visit us mainly I suspect to 
scrounge beer end I wander the length of the train at intervals to find Mmeglish 
speaking Russians and Chinése. The train climbs to 5000 feet towards Ulan Bator. 
Here we see occasional lonely horsemen shepherding yak, deer or horses anc little 
encampments of black tents appear in view. Snow lies in sheltered places. 


After 3 days we arrive at the Russien border town of Nalushchi. A ledy doctor 
in worn clothing and tea cosy hat comes aboard to check the foreigners' health, 
then Nadia, the Intourist lady, a stunning brunette, comes to welcome ue to 
Russia. Neatly dressed but severe looking soldiers ~ Border Guards ~ (KGB 


associates) clomp aboard and shout eat us ‘Get back into the compartments".

We become lambs and I feel a slight apprehensioh. ‘The guards demand. our passports 
and employ the Russian 'stare' technique which is a little unnverving. The guard 
holds the passport at arm's length nesr one's face. He looks at the passport photo 
for what seems like 10 seconds. He then transfers this unblinking stare to one's 
own face for a further 10 seconds. All one can do is to contort one's features 
into the idiotic expression portrayed on one's passport whilst resisting the 
desire to cringe end say ‘Good morning sir’, We change £800 of our money to buy 
meals on the train. The Russians are desperate for hard (Western) currency but in 
their inefficiency they have only one Rouble notes available so we return from 

tne 'Bureau de Change' with pockets bulging like a hamster. The guards have 
removed our passports for a closer two hour inspection in their HQ. 


We continue north to Leke Baikal, the deepest lake in the world and which is still 
frozen over (mid May) from the Siberian winter. We now have a Russian dining cer. 

I negotiate meals for the memainder of the journey with Irina - the 'director' - and 
Vladimir - the head waiter. They have ten words of English and I have two of 
Russian but my Berlitz phrase book is a great help. 


The scenery is very beautiful in this part of Siberia; snowy mountains, pine, fir, 
and birch trees and misty valleys but the trein is becoming very cold and we prevail 
upon our provodnik to fire the coal stove which trickles a thin heat into the 
carriage about 5 hours later. 


The meals are small, mediocre but passable but a grand opportunity to stretch one's 
legs, change conversotion companions end see who is new on the train. Typical 
supper might be a tinned sprat on black bread, soup (thin beetroot), plum juice, 
rissole, potato, pees. The peas are cooked but poured cold straight from e tin 
onto the plate. 


Je head West, the country becomes once again steppe like and with small wooden 
villeges every three hours or so ~ the birch and pine trees still proliferate 

but otherwise the land is flet to the far horizon. Most of the villages have two 
room houses and unmade roads. Life in winter must be terrible. 


On cne evening an earnest young Chinese lady gives a concert (as a form of 
practice) in the dining cer. Her instrument is a 5 string classical Chinese 
guitar called a Bee Pa. It produced the most beautiful music. Her audience was 


60 veople from at least 10 nations.

About four o'clock one morning, I was awakened by a knock at my front door. 
Perhaps I had dreamt it? But there came another knock, and another. By that time 
my heart was pounding, and my blood pressure had gone sky high. Thoughts raced 


Well, burglars don't kmock — perhaps someone is ill and help is 
needed. Donning my slippers and dressing gown, Iq@ept downstairs. I peeped through 
the curtains. Yes, there was someone there. I called out "tho is it?" The reply 


came "Police", Heart still thumping, thoughts egain racing - family - accident - 
hospital ~ or worse} I unlocked the door and opened it a crack, Sure enough there 
were two police officers standing there. After some conversation we found that they 
had come to the wrong 'Corner House! (there are so many in Deddington). They were 
following up a 999 c71l about 9 suspected prowler. After re-directing them and 
accepting their profuse apologies, making a cup of tea, and waiting for the blood 
pressure to subside, and in spite of o disturbed night, I began to think about all 
those who keep watch over us, while we sleep. Our police force, the fire brigade, 
hospitals, doctors and nurses, the Samaritans, and many others. How grateful we 
should be for our Watchers in the Night.

Then of course spending 8 months in air raid shelters and the crypt of 
a local church during the blitz on London. : could go on and on, but she had 
worked hard in her young days and known real hardship - not as we know it today. 
As a great many of us know, the 20s and 30s were hard years but in spite of it 
all, she lived to be proud of her son Michsel (my brother) and his daughters, 

her crowning joy being the birth of her first great granddeughter, just weeks 
before her 90th birthday. Sadly she died just three weeks before Amanda's first 
birthday.
